Attorney Hartridge Refers to 
Numerous Delays in Open- 
ing Thaw’s Trial.

Delmas Refuses to Assume the 
Task of Enlightening Dis- 
trict Attorney, 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK, March 12.—Justice Fitz- 
gerald this morning allowed District At- 
torney Jerome to call James Clinch 
Smith, a brother-ih-law of Stanford 
White, as a witness in chief at the 
Thaw trial. Smith talked with Thaw 
on Madison Square Roof Garden the 
night of the shooting of White, but his 
examination yesterday had proceeded 
only to the point of his -conversation 
when the defense interposed an objec- 
tion. 

This objection was overruled by the 
Judge this morning after long argu- 
ments had been made by attorneys for 
both sides. The discussion became heat- 


ed at times, Mr. Hartridge recalling the 
numerous delays in bringing Thaw to 
trial. Smith was out of the court's 
jurisdiction when the trial began. 
Argument Is Continued. 

With the resumption of the Thaw 
trial this morning, Mr. Delmas, lead- 
ing counsel for the defense, continued 
his argument of yesterday as to the 
admissibility of the testimony of 
James Clinch Smith, a brother-in-law 
of Stanford White. who was absent 
from the country when the prosecu- 
tion put in its case in chief against 
Harry K. Thaw and who was intro- 
duced as a witness yesterday after- 
noon'by District Attorney Jerome to 
tell of certain conversations he had 
with Thaw on the Madison Square 
roof the night Stanford White was 


shot and killed. 

Mr. Delmas contended that Mr. Smith 
should properly have been examined 
at the beginning of the trial and could 
not testify at this time as in rebuttal. 
Mr. Jerome asked that the Court ex- 
ercise its discretion in giving the jury 
the benefit of testimony of a witness 
who was not available at the time the 

case Was set for trial. Mr. Smith for- 
mally was recalled to the stand when 
the argument began this morning. 

Mr. Jerome began to detail all the 
facts regarding the delay in bringing 
Thaw to trial and the steps'taken by 
both sides to get an immediate trial 
and to obtain certain testimony by 
commission, Mr. Hartridge occasion- 
ally interrupting to correct the Dis- 
trict Attorney in details of the story. 
Once Mr. Hartridge made an extensive 
argument, Mr. Jerome protesting the 
While that the attorney allow him to 
proceed. 

Mr. Figrtridge said that the District 
Attorney's office had changed the 
case Ome afternoon from the Court of 
General sessions to the Supreme Court 
without any notice whatever to the 
defense. 

“The witness Smith left the city al- 
most immediately after the tragedy,’’ 
said Mr. Hartridge hotly, ‘“‘and he con- 
tinued to absent himself for a long time. 
Suddenly he comes back. Surely Mrs. 
White knew that her brother was in the 
city and she was in constant touch with 
the District Attorney. Then Smith sails 
away again last Christmas when it was 
known this case was coming up for an 
early trial,’’ 

Here Mr. Jerome was allowed to pro- 
ceed. He finally said: 

“I will not present to Your Honor the 
legal basis for my request.’ 

‘I do not understand what the learned 
District Attorney means by legal basis,’’ 
— Mr. Delmas; ‘“‘his language is not 

ear.’ 

“Mr. Delmas will have to pardon my 
lack of experience and education and 
my inability to make myself clear in the 
English language,"’ responded Mr. Je- 
rome. “By legal basis I mean the stat- 
utes and the law tn the case.’ 

“My understanding of the term is not 
the same,” said Mr. Delmas, “and 1, 
see no reason for the District Attorney’ S| 
petty Sarcasm and loss of temper.’

Patrick J. Hynes, who was two sea- 
sons ago pitcher for the St. Louis 
Brewns and who was signed with Mil- 
waukee for the coming season, was 
shot in the head and killed in the sa- 
loon of Henry Von Stein Grover at 6116 
Easton avenue at 2:45 a. m. TueSday by 
Louis W. Richardson of 1832 O'Fallon 
street, the bartender. 

Richardson’s statement to the police 
is that he fired in self-defense. This 
is corroborated by -Wiliam O. Stans- 
bury of 6123 Ridge avenue, who wit- 
nessed the shooting. Stansbury is also 
held by the police as a witness. 

According to Richardson, Hynes en- 
tered the saloon accompanied by Mi- 
cheal Hessian of i421 Cleary street. 
Hynes ordered two beers, put did not 
offer to pay for tnem. 

Bartender’s Story. 


After the glasses had been emptied 
the bartender asked for payment. What 
followed is told by Richardson as fol- 
lows: 

‘Hynes answered me jokingly: ‘Oh, 
that’s all right. I know Harry. Just 
charge this to the house.’ 

“I told him that we didn't do busi- 
ness that way. I said that a stand-off 
didn’t ‘go’ because we cqguldn’t pay rent 
that way. 

“Hynes made an answer and lost his 
temper. He picked up the pretzel bowl 
and threw it, just missing my head, 
and striking the sideboard back of the 
bar. Then he threw the spicehoider at 
me. The mop next caught his eye and 
he began to flourish it In the air. Mak- 
fhe motions as though he would hit me 
he ran behind the bar. 

“I thought it was time to defend my- 
self, and, taking a revolver from a 
drawer, I leveled it at Hy nés. It didn’t 
stop him, and I shot twice.’ 

One of the bullets entered Hynes’ 
head above the left eye, piercing the 
brain. The other bullet went wide and 
was imbedded in the woodwork. 

Arrested by Deputy Sheriff. 

Richardson remained in the saloon, 

and so did Stansbury. Hessian, how- 


ever, left immediately. Deputy Sheriff 
Geekie arrested Richardson and Stans- 
bury. They were taken to the Deer 
Street Police Station and afterward 
transferred to the Forest Park Sta- 
tion. 

Hessian was found later by the po- 
lice. He refused to make any State- 
ment. 

Hynes was born and reared in S8t. 
Louis. He was 23 years old, and his 
home was at 6123 Ridge avenue. 

Although the same address is given for 
Hynes and Stansbury, they did not live 
in the same house. Stansbury’s home 
is just across, the county line, and 
Hynes lived within the city limits, 

Ready to Go to Milwaukee. 

Hynes would have been 23 years old 
today had he lived. He completed his 
preparations yesterday for leaving to 


join the Milwaukee team, with which 
he had signed for 1907. His clothes were 
already laid out in his room and his 
suitcase stood open prepared to receive 
the garments. A telegram received at 
the house last night had never been read 
by him. It was from the sporting editor 
of a Milwaukee paper, asking for his 
photograph to be used in a group pics 
ture of the Milwaukee team, 

The Hynes family includes the father, 
Patrick Hynes, and mother, the former 
54 and the latter 560 years old; also two 
sisters, Miss Marie Hynes and rs. 
Fred J. Bussmiller. None of the family 
knew anything about the killing, and 
none was in a condition to talk coher- 
ently for grief, though the old mother 
did say that she was glad he was the 
victim rather than that he should have 
been the slayer. All the family stated 
that Hynes did not drink excessively 
and that he was not of a quarrelsome 
disposition. He had been a baseball en- 
thusiast all his life, having been cap- 
tain of the Ben Millers, a local amateur 
team, when but 13 years old. Last year 
he pitched for the Milwaukee team, and 
through his efforts more than any other 
one man, the family.said, he landed the 
team in second place in the league to 
which the club belongs.

death of Mrs. Kate Quernheim, who 
was killed’ in her home, 3720 Vest ave- 
nue, last Thursday, ended Tuesday 
morning, and the jury's verdict is that 
the woman was murdered by Edward 
Beigmann, alias Ed McGuire, nephew 
of Mrs. Quernheim’s husband. 

The three witnesses whose testimony 
closed the inquest are Mrs. Margaret 
Stamm of 3826 North Twenty-first 
street and her two daughters, eresa 
and Lizzie Stamm. Their statements 
were made in behalf of Harry Muesse- 
meyer, who had been drinking with 
Bergmann the afternoon the crime was 


committed. 

Elmer Burklin, a 14-year-old High 
School boy, whose home at 3730 Vest 
avenue is but a few doors from the 
Q@uernheim house, Monday stated that 
he had seen Muessemeyer near the 
Quernheim house about the time the 
murder was: committed. 

Muessemeyer denied 
Mrs. Stamm and her. two daughters 
told the jury Tuesday morning that 
Muessemeyer had been in their house 
Thursday afternoon between 5 and 6 
o‘clock. They said he was intoxicated 
at the time and was taken home by 
John Collenberg. 

Muessemeyer’s Alibi. 

Persons who were with Harry Muesse- 
meyer and who saw him Thursday, the 
day Mrs. Quernheim was murdered, de- 
clare that at no time during the day 
was he near the Quernheim home. 

Hie is 21 years old and probably the 
youngest member of a group of young 
ren and voys, for the most part huck- 
sters, who make their headquarters at 
‘Iwenty-first street and Bremen avenue. 
The verdict of his companions is that 
‘ ‘Mussy’ never knew anything about 
the murder, because he hasn't nerve 
enough to have anything to do with a 
thing like that.” 

The day of the tragedy he was first 
secn at 6 o clock in the morning after 
he had left his own home at 4029 North 
Twenty-second street. Fle went to the 
house of Ed Kelting, 3812 Florissant ave- 
nue.

The Morning Choral Club was formed 
by Mrs. James L. Blair, and includes 
inany prominent society women in its 
membership. Mrs. Ualsey C. Ives is 
president, and Alfred Ernst is director. 
Mrs. W. A. Hardaway, treasurer of 
the club, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday at her home, 4527 Mary- 
land avenue, that she received a letter 
Monday from Miss Metcalfe, and that 
the matter had been settled. On what 
basis the settlement was made Mrs. 
Hardaway declined to say. 

ihe concert of five weeks ago was her- 
alded aS a society event, and drew an 
audience which filled the Odeon. The 
concert work of the -women’s chorus 
was highly praised, and so pleased the 
audience that the numbers were re- 
peated the following Sunday at the 
Choral-Symphony popular concert. 

Discord Follows Harmony. 

Miss Metcalfe, the soloist, was warmly 
greeted by the audience on her first ap- 
pearance, but her\singing hardly ful- 
filled the expectations of the audience. 
It was explained afterward by members 
of the Morning Choral that she had not 
known the Odeon was so large a hall, or 
that so large an audience was to hear 
her. She was also suffering from an 
indisposition and pleaded this as a 
reason for declining to appear for the 
last two numbers which she was to 
sing. These numbers were omitted. 

A member of the club, who would 
not permit her name to be used, told 
Tuesday of the circumstances following 
the singer’s disappointing appearance, 
‘The members of the club felt the 
greatest sympathy for Miss Metcalfe,’’ 
said this member... “At the same time, 
they felt that their audience had been 
somewhat disappointed. Miss Metcalfe 
realized the situation and said to mem- 
bers of the club that she did not expect 
to receive the full sum, $450, which had

sing the last two numbers,’ she said. 
So far as I know, no one assured her 
that the club would accept this arrange- 
ment. It was desired to avoid any con- 
troversy at the time.

“Manager Wolfsohn soon after sent a 
bill for $350, and the check for $225 
was sent to him, with the plain ‘state- 
ment that if it was returned again the 
matter would be considered closed. .It 
was stated that the club considered 
that its standing had been damaged by 
the concert incident and was unwilling 
to pay more than one-half the price 
originally fixed. 

“The check came back ‘from Wolf- 
sohn, who demanded the $350. In the 
same letter he inclosed a list of soloists, 
as if to suggest the engagement of one 
of them for a future concert. 

“The check was retained by the 
treasurer, and she reported to ‘the club 
Monday that the incident was closed 
unless Miss Metcalfe or her manager 
reopened it. If she has since received 
a letter from Miss Metcalfe, I suppose 
the club will learn of its contents at a 
future meeting.”’ 

As a result, in part, of the disappoint- 
ment felt over the concert, the ladies 
of the Morning Choral Symphony pre- 
pared an operetta, “The Japanese Girl,’’ 
which was given last Tuesday night at 
the Odeon, entirely by club talent. It 
was one of the conspicuous musical and 
social successes of the season.

Leaving Restaurant of 
“Bum” Court. 


RAID ON CLUB FOLLOWS 


Police Think Shooting May 
Have Been in ‘Mark 
Twain” Headquarters.

A card bearing this inscription 15S 
posted on the wall of the restaurant at 
616 Spruce street, whose proprietor, Ed- 
ward (“‘Bum’’) Court, shot and killed 
Albert (‘‘Bugs’’) Nichols, because the 
latter, Céurt says, used improper lan- 
guage to Mrs. Court when she insisted 
on payment for a ham ‘sandwich. 

Nichols was a teamster, and lived 
with his sister, Mrs. Jules, at 718 South 
Seventh street. His body was found at 
1 a. m. Tuesday in the doorway of the 
Mark Twain Social Club, across the 
street from the restaurant, at 509 Spruce 
street. In his hand, the police say, was 
an open knife, with a plade an incn 
and a half long, whetted to a sharp 
point. He was shot once in the right 
and once ‘in the left side. He died on 
the way to the City Dispensary. 

Court, who was arrested soon 
the shooting, admitted that he killed 
Nichols. Though the police believe his 
statement that he shot in self-defense, 
a thorough investigation will be made 
into the affair, on the theory that it 
may have occurred in the Mark Twain 
Club rooms, and not in the street, as 
Court asserts. 

In addition to 
Emma Court, and Marie Smith, all of 
597 Spruce street, four men who wre 
found at the club were taken into cus- 
tody and held for the Coroner. They 
were William Durwin of 507 Spruce 
street, Frank Carroll of 214 \South Sec- 
ond street, Lawrence Taylor of 6332 
Bartmer avenue and Joseph Lenhardt 
of 926 Hickory street. 

Wouldn’t Pay for Food. 

According to the story told to the po- 
lice by Mrs. Court, Nicholas came into 
the restaurant shortly after midnight. 


The proprietor was absent. Mrs, Court 
‘was in front of the place, talking to 
Policeman Gemmer. She followed Nich- 
ols inside. He ordered a ham sand- 
wish, which she served to him. 

Mrs. Court says Nichols cetused to 
pay for the sandwich, saying he had 
not ordered it. Sie insisted, and the 
two became involved in an argumenr.

The question of the validity of the bill 
if it becomes a law has been raised 
and there is some talk of contesting 
it in the courts, because it did not 
originate in the Board of Public Im- 
provements. Others recite the decision 
of the Supreme Court supporting the 
Schweikhardt cottage contract, which, 
however, was approved by the Board of 
Public Improvements before it went to 
the Municipal Assembly.

On cross-examination she said she had 
fone to “Irish Mag's’’ house to Keep 
out of the way of the police.

The, prosecution closed with her testi- 
mony and Judge Daniel O’'C. Tracy of 
the First District Police Court was the 
first witness for the defense.

Lack of Cars to Be the Vital 
Business Before National 
Convention. 


Crippled condition of the cooperage 
industry throughout the country, conse- 
quent upon the shortage of railway 
the vital business before the 
convention of the National 
Coopers’ Association in session at the 
Jefferson Hotel. 

Walker L. Wellford, secretary of the 
association, who is the authority for 
this statement, said Tuesday in outlin- 
ing the work of the convention that 
the question would be handled without 
gloves. He gave it out as the consen- 
sus of opinion among the coopers, from 
their experience, that the existing condi- 
tions were due to railway mismanage- 
ment and nothing else. 

“That this convention feels deeply on 
the matter of car shortage,’ said Mr. 
Wellford, ‘“‘is manifest from the injury 
to the industry reported by every mem- 
ber in attendance. Not one cooperage 
manufactory has been able to deliver 
its orders. Here is one man,”’ indicat- 
ing President J. G. Bauer of the Bauer 
Cooperage Co. of Lawrenceburg, Ind., to 
whom I have been unable for months to 
deliver barrel heading, because I can- 
not secure cars in which to transport 
my output.’’ Mr. Bauer concurred in 
the statement and repeated the state- 
ment about the crippled industry. 

Railway Mismanagemert. 

“Look at any of the terminal yards 
of the railways companies today,” said 
Mr. Bauer, ‘“‘and the reasons for the car 
shortage become apparent at once. 
These yards, wherever you choose to go,

empty cars, standing idle. There is but 
one conclusion for a business man to 
draw from such methods—mismanage- 
ment, just as Mr. Wellford states. 

“Why, if any business concern in this 
country tried to operate on such a loose 
plan, it would ‘go broke’ in no time. 
As it is, the railway’s failure to provide 
transportation will put many concerns 
out of business altogether.”’ 

Requested to give reasons for the 
shortage, Mr. Wellford said: “We 
have been seeking a reason ever since 
the thing started. We have tried to 
supply a reason, ourselves, after fail- 
ing to get any information from rail- 
way officials. We are now satisfied 
that these officials are unable to give 
a reason because they do not know 
one, except that of awful inefficiency. 

“You go to a railway manager's of- 
fice,”’ interrupted Mr. Bauer, “and nine 
times out of 10 he is found not in, 
during the crucial business hours of 
the day. This shows a lack of atten- 
tion to his business. 

“I repeat, the railways of the coun- 
try are the worst managed business 
affairs that we have today, and what 
injury they will yet work to trade 
and commerce is difficult to imagine.” 

Sections Represented. 

Members of the association attend- 
ing the present session number about 
Seventy. They represent the indus- 
try in Arkansas, California, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Tenyessee, Virginia Wisconsin, Can- 
ada tand Georgia. The officers of the 
association will be elected tomorrow. 

An idea of the kindred industries 
affected by the present conditions of 
cooperage, is gained from the  state- 
ment by Secretary Wellford that con- 
ferences will be held in St. Louig with 
Whisky barrel, manufacturers, liquor 
keg, packing house and oil barrel, 
cider, vinegar and pickle and beer 
cooperage industries.

Hearing on Disposition of As- 
sets Will Be Resumed 
April 2. 


Whether $1,100000 in good securities, 
now in the hands of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co., Missouri receiver of 
the American Reserve Bond Co., shall 
go only to the Missouri stockholders of 
the company or to the stockholders in 
general, is the chief point to be decided 
at the hearing before Special Master 
Walter Littlefield of Kansas City. The 
hearing was begun in the Federal Build- 
ing Monday, and wil be resumed at 
Kansas City April 2. 

The suit brought together nine law- 
yers, representing conflicting interests 
growing out of the Federal order which 
last year put out of business the Amer- 
ican Reserve wond Ce. and its affil- 
iated concerns, the North American In- 
vestment Co. and the Colonial Securi- 
ties Co. 

Most ef the officers and prometers of 
the companies are under indictment in 
the St. Louis Federal court, charged 
with using the mails to defraud. RKe- 
ceivership suits have been brought in 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Chicago, Ken- 
tucky and elsewhere, and the bonds 
held by the various complainants run 
into the millions. 

Testimony was introduced at the hear- 
ing to show fraud in the merger of the 
three companies. Two witnesses testi- 
fied that they were ‘‘dummy’”’ directors 
on the board of the North American 
when the combination was effected. 

James E. Baker, a life insurance 
agent of St. Louis, said he was presi- 
dent of the North Ameéfican Co. from 
August, 1905, to January, 1906. He said 
that he had only one share of stock. 
He served on the board because of 
friendship for Moses Greenwood, he 
said. 

Samuel B. McPheeters, a lawyer, was 
vice-president of the North American 
Co. for a time. He said that $500,000 
bonds of the Austin Land and Lumber 
Co., which were unloaded on the three 
bend cones at par, were net werth 
anything like the amount paid for them. 
He said, however, that he did not learn 
this till later. 


BELIEVE MONEY BORROWED. 


Officials Think Bank Has Sub- 


treasury Funds. 

CHICAGO, March 12.—A new field in 
the investigation of the Subtreasury 
robbery is being explored by the Federal 
authorities. It was suggested that some 
banfing institution of Chicago needed 
a large sum to tide over temporary dif- 
ficulties and is responsible for th® dis- 
appearance of the $173,000. 

The secret service operatives, it be- 
came known yesterday, are working on 
the theory that the money that alsap- 
peared from the cage of Assorting Teller 
George W. Fitzgerald on Feb. 20, was 
borrowed for a day or two at the in- 
stance of a tottering institution by some 
employe who now fears to restore it. 
Chief Wilkie and Capt. Porter would 
not be surprised, it is asserted on the 
highest authority, if the missing money 
were to be restored at any day. 

For the last week the Secret Service 
bureau has been directing nearly all of 
its energy in the direction of fixing the 
identity of some Chicago bank or trust 
company that was in an unsound finan- 
cial condition and to preserve its com- 
mercial life and save its officers from 
cells, approached some employes of the 
Subtreasury. In pursuance of this the- 
ory the financial status of more than 
one banking institution in Chicago has 
been quietly investigated.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The posi- 
tive statement is made here that Leroy 
Trice will soon succeed Charles S&S.

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RAILROAD R ETALIATION. 


No sooner has the 2-cent-fare law gone into effect in 

Nebraska than the railroads retaliate by discontinu- 
‘ing a number of their passenger trains. They have 
leven gone so far as to compel passengers from out- 
side states to buy fresh tickets and recheck their 
baggage at the Nebraska State line. It may be 
that by deliberately inconveniencing their patrons 
the roads will succeed in starting a popular reaction 
in their own favor, but it looks like a reckless ex- 
periment. | 
When the 2-cents-a-mile bill was recently under 
consideration at Harrisburg, Pa., railroad Officials 
declared that a 2-cent fare would mean a 2-cent 
service. Under such conditions, they said, it would 
be impossible to maintain their fast Chicago service 
or to operate passenger trains on minor State lines 
at a profit. 
Over twenty-five State legislatures this winter have 
undertaken to enact laws against the railroads, 
‘mostly through regulation, direct or indirect, of their 
charges and service. The prevailing sentiment seems 
to be that new rate laws and new commissions will 
automatically solve all problems. An intelligent 
understanding of the transportation question is ‘not 
expected, and the railroads on their part have done 
next to nothing to supply it. 

Mr. Harriman, for instance, who knows better, 

says that it does not matter to the public what is 
the capitalization of a railroad; the only thing that 
concerns the public is the kind of service a railroad 
furnishes. Yet every time railroad regulation, either 
under Federal or State laws, is proposed, railroad 
companies like Mr. Harriman’s, which have been 
fraudulently over capitalized, bitterly protest that 
any interference with their private management will 
make it impossible for them to pay interest on their 
bonds and dividends on their stocks. 
As a matter of truth, the fundamental trouble 
with the railroads of the United States is dis- 
honest capitalization, which is indirectly responsible 
for incompetent operation. Although there are over 
327,000 stockholders, whose property rights are en- 
titled to respect, the men who virtually control the 
great railroad systems are devoted to stock market 
operations rather than the operations of their lines. 
Between them and a public actuated largely by 
prejudice it is not going to be easy to effect politica] 
peace, especially when the rights of passengers and 
shippers are disregarded as contemptuously as the 
interesta of legitimate investors, Neither will it he 
so easy hereafter to throw dust in the eyes of level- 
headed people by talk of the danger of bankruptcy 
of railroads because of new public service regulation 
laws when the practices of Harriman and his kind 
are fresh in the public mind. 
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UNCLE SAM, IMPRESARIO. 

If Mr. Bryan’s proposal of Government ownership 
of railroads is to continue unpopular, he could proba- 
bly insure his electidn by urging Government own- 
ership of grand opera. 

Grand opera is now a national necessity. People 
who have heard Caruso are not content to die until 
they have heard him again, and those who have not 
‘heard him coyld not think of quitting this earth until 
they have had that privilege. But the protective tariff 
with which the Republican party makes difficult of 
access some of the less soulful necessaries is as noth- 
ing to. the great barrier lifted between the people 
and grand opera by the financial ambitions of those 
that vocally and otherwise provide it. Signor Caruso 
is demanding $3000 a performance from Herr Con- 
reid, and Herr Conreid in turn is requiring a cash 
guarantee before he will bring his Metropolitan 
troupe to St. Louis next month. Whether this guar- 
antee shall be given depends upon the generosity of 
a few wealthy music lovers of the community. If 
it is given, the chances are that Caruso will advance 
the price of all-gold Italian notes before the troupe 
ean get here, which will entail loss to Conreid and 
embarrassment to us, in spite of every precaution. 
| Beautiful as grand opera is, all this is too hard 
upon the national nervous system. It seems to be 
one of those great problems, which can only be solved 
by some such violent remedy as Mr. Bryan has pro- 
posed for the railroad puzzle.

There's no good, perhaps, 
izing on the subject—assuredly not in a 
critical review of the play from the 
viewpoint of its aspect as a work of 
dramatic art.

His province, he is 
told, is to say whether a play is a well- 
constructed and interesting play, and 
if it is well played. When he goes be- 
yond this it is given him to understand 
he becomes impertinent. 

Besides, if playgoers, already know- 
ing that the atmosphere of a certain

play is objectionable, nevertheless, or 
for that reason, crowd to: see it, its 
condemnation by the critic on moral 


grounds but serves to advertise it the 
more, to attract more persons to see 
it, and, therefore, to widenits influence 
for evil. And, in addition, the protest- 
ing critic is apt to be laughed at for 
his pains—a smug, stupid, Miss Nancy 
sort of critic, demanding, forsooth, 
that there shall be nothing in any 
play calculated to bring the blush of 
shame to the cheek of innocence! As 
if the cheek of innocence has any 
rights which Art—with a capital A— 
is bound to recognize! 

Who. then, of the brotherhood of 
critics, shal] fiv in the. face of these 
forbiddings and deplore “Sapho” and 
other plays like ‘‘Sapho’’—especially 
when his virtuous lamentations serve 
only to increase the» vogue of these 
plavs? Not I, indeed—I can stand it 
as long as the next of you, and if the 
cheek of innocence be dyed with the 
red signals of offen@#éd modesty, I do 
protest that the blame lieth not at my 
door. Wherefore, hail ‘“‘Sapho’’—and 
Art with a capita] A! 

‘Sapho” is the best and worst thing 
that Miss Nethersole does. Miss Neth- 
ersole herself is the most wonderful 
portrayer of “sinning woman” roles 
on the English-speaking stage—the 
most powerful because she most fully 
invests these roles with all the pas- 
Sion and seductiveness that have be- 
longed by birthright to the sisterhood 
of Lilith and the say egy since ever 
the world began. Good woman that 
she is, Miss Nethersole has vivisected 
and post-mortemed bad women until 
she knows every secret of their souls 
and bodies. The more evilly diseased 
they are, the better she knows and 
plays them, because it is this disease, 
Its symptoms, its manifestations and 
its final results. which she has been 
studying and tabulating for so many 
Years as to have become the chiefest 
expert in her chosen line of art. Her 
least effective role, I dare predict, will 
be found in “The Labyrinth” next 
Thursday night, because the woman 
whom she plays in “The Labyrinth” is 
in essentials a good woman, sinning 
but once, and then under a terrific 
tragedy of fateful and irresistible en- 
vironment and memory-assocliation.

Crowd Impressed Patrol Wagon 
to Reach the City 
Dispensary. 


Louis Lauth, a horseshoer of 1906

taurant, a fine library, a gorgeous ball- 
room and baths, which would make an ‘ 
ancient Roman dame pale with envy, 
and you have the ensemble.
